In the 50 per cent of dyspeptic 
eases that are not best treated by 
either surgery or psychotherapy, 
th* wisest treatm ent it by a com­ 
bination of diet, drugs and physio­ 
therapy, which last means exer­ 
cise, m anage, water, climate and 
electricity. 
Use of Drug* 
We discuss diet to a consider­ 
able extent in this column, so in 
this article let us concentrate on 
the use of drugs in digestive dis­ 
order*. 
Looking at the digestive sys­ 
tem with an eye for seeing what 
medicine* can do for it, we should 
conceive of it as a muscular tube, 
constantly writhing to accomplish 
its functions, and also conceive 
of the inner surface of this mus­ 
cular tube as having a flow of se­ 
cretions poured over it. 
Theoretically both the muscular 
movements and the secretions of 
the digestive tract can be either— 
(I) normal, or. (2) excessive, or, 
(3) sluggish—and this classifica­ 
tion works out in practice. And, 


cretsons are atropine, or its newer 
preparation, syntropan, and tra- 
sentin, and also morphine, opium, 
paregoric, pantopon and prostig- 
mine. 
Calmer-downers of the secre­ 
tions alone, or rather neutralizers 
of the irritating secretions, are bi­ 
carbonate of soda (baking soda) 
and aluminum hydroxide. 
The pepper-uppers of muscular 
movements of the dige«tive tract 
are the great class of the cathar­ 
tics. To increase secretions about 
the only effective drug we have is 
histamine, although, as I noted 
above, we have a good supply of 
replacements of lowered secre­ 
tions. 
For household purposes, end 
this includes the general prac­ 
titioner, three medicines suffice for 
treatm ent of indigestion or con­ 
stipation: fluid extract of cascara 
sagrada, the best and least harm­ 
ful of the cathartics; paregoric for 
colics; and bicarbonate of soda 
Lots of people use soda pretty 
regularly even if they do not have 
ulcer. It is a relatively harmless 
habit. It relieves the little dis­ 
comforts of acid indigestion. Some 
people blush and blanch easily. 
Some People’s stomachs gush eas­ 
ily. 
For them soda is an ever 
ready friend.
